Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first 
report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  during  1957?  and 
would  like  to  comment  on  certain  points  of  interest  in  the 
report . 

The  number  of  births  is  the  liighest  since  1 94-8 
and  although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  a 
natural  increase  in  population  of  about  60  occurred.  The  mid- 
year estimate  of  population,  however,  shows  an  increase  of  over 
700  and  almost  all  of  this  was  presumably  due  to  the  presence 
of  a large  number  of  Anglo-Egyptian  refugees  in  Greenbanks 
Hostel.  Despite  the  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  the 
birth  rate  for  the  District  is  still  well  below  the  national 
figure.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths, 
which  in  part  is  accounted  for  by  a fourfold  rise  in  infantile 
deaths,  but  in  the  main  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  very  old 
people  dying,  in  fact  22  died  at  over  85  years  of  age.  The 
most  regrettable  point  in  the  vital  statistics  is  the  wastage  of 
infant  life.  Not  only  did  6 babies  die  during  the  first  week 
of  life,  but  in  addition  9 were  stillborn.  In  most  of  the 
cases  prematurity  was  a major  contributing  factor,  and  this 
despite  regular  ante-natal  care.  Early  in  1958  a nation  wide 
investigation  into  perinatal  mortality  was  begun,  and  we  cam 
only  hope  that  as  a result  we  will  be  able  to  save  infants  from 
this  premature  birth  and  premature  death. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  the  District 
was  reasonably  free  from  notifiable  infectious  disease,  and  the 
widespread  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  early  autumn  was  fort- 
unately not  accompanied  by  any  deaths  directly  attributable  to 
the  disease.  Although  the  Council  have  some  responsibility  for 
the  control  of  infectious  disease  the  prevention  of  disease  falls 
on  the  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority.  As  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  both  aspects  of  this  work  fora  part  of  my  duty. 

It  is,  therefore,  appropriate  to  refer  to  the  schemes  for  the 
protection  of  children  against  infectious  disease  by  vaccination 
and  inoculation.  These  are  applicable  to  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  tuberculosis,  and  poliomyelitis.  As 
a result  of  many  years  of  vaccination,  smallpox  is  almost  unknown 
in  Britain,  All  cases  arising  from  infection  from  other  parts 
of  the  world,  especially  tropical  countries,  but  with  the  ever 
increasing  speed  of  travel,  it  is  very  necessary  that  vaccination 
is  continued  if  we  are  to  remain  free  from  this  dread  disease. 
Diphtheria  still  occurs  in  this  country,  although  instead  of  the 
50,000  cases  a year  we  now  see  less  than  100,  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  fall  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  very  successful 
immunisation  scheme  introduced  during  the  war  years,  and  we  are 
now  in  danger  of  parents  feeling  that  the  risk  is  negligible,  and 
not  having  their  children  protected.  If  the  proportion  of  children 
protected  falls  too  low  we  may  well  find  ourselves  once  more  facing 
an  outbreak  of  this  condition  which  still  kills  about  one  sufferer 
out  of  every  ten.  While  va.ccines  against  whooping  cough  are  not 
so  effective  as  those  against  diphtheria  and  smallpox,  they  do  at 
least  reduce  the  severity  of  the  attack  especially  in  very  young 
children  who  are  most  seriously  affected  by  the  disease.  B.C.G. 
vaccination  given  to  school  leavers  protects  them  against  tuber- 
culosis during  adolescence  and  early  adulthood  when  they  would 
otherwise  be  most  susceptible,  and  it  would  be  good  to  see  an 
even  higher  proportion  acce-fjting  the  offer  of  this  scheme.  The 
latest  addition  to  these  protective  inoculations  is  that  against 
poliomyelitis,  and  it  will  be  noted  in  the  report  that  a good 
response  is  being  made  to  the  offer  of  this  vaccine  to  those  born 
between  1947  and  1954.  Unfortunately,  shortage  of  supplies  have 
prevented  us  from  meeting  the  growing  demand  for  this  service,

but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  corrected  soon, 

I have  included  a report  on  the  work  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Service  as  an  appendix  to  the  main  report, 
and  I vrould  comment  on  a growing  aspect  of  the  work,  namely 
the  care  of  the  elderly  in  the  community.  An  increasing 
amount  of  the  work  of  the  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  and 
home  helps  is  being  devoted  to  the  older  members  of  our 
society,  and  a.s  a result  they  are  being  enabled  to  remain  at 
home,  whereas  they  might  otherwise  have  to  go  into  hospital 
or  hostel  for  care.  Those  who  do  need  to  go  into  hospital 
are  able  to  return  home  earlier  with  the  support  of  these 
services,  and  so  can  enjoy  life  in  their  own  surroundings. 

The  work  of  voluntary  organisations,  especially  the  Horsforth 
Old  Peoples’  Welfare  Committee, is  invaluable  in  assisting 
the  Health  Services  in  caring  for  these  old  people,  and  I 
must  also  express  my  thanks  to  the  District  Welfare  Officer 
for  the  work  he  does  in  this  field. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr  Birtwisle, 
has  written  a very  full  report  on  the  environmental  health  ser- 
vices and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  District,  which  cadis  for 
no  special  comment  on  my  part,  I would  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  him  for  his  very  helpful  co-operation  since  my  appoint- 
ment . 


I would  like  especially  to  thank  Dr  Mitchell 
for  her  work  while  acting  as  your  Medical  Officer  since  the 
death  of  Dr  Holderness,  and  for  the  great  help  which  she  has 
given  me  since  my  appointment,  and  to  express  to  you*  Mr 
Chairman,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Council 
my  thanks  for  your  support  and  forebearance  towards  me  and  your 
great  interest  in  the  health  of  the  township.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  227  live  births  (120  male,  107 
female)  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  Horsforth  during  the 
year,  of  whom  3 were  illegitimate.  This  was  an  increase  of  l6 
as  compared  with  1956.  In  addition  there  were  9 stillbirths 
which  unfortunately  was  three  times  the  number  occurring  in  the 
previous  year.  No  factor  can  be  found  to  account  for  this 
increa.se  in  stillbirths. 

This  represents  a live  birth  rate  of  1 5 » 1 per 
thousand  of  the  population  which,  even  after  adjustment  to  allow 
for  the  projjortion  of  women  of  child  bearing  age  in  the  population 
was  well  below  the  national  rate  of  1 6 . 1 . 

The  stillbirth  rate  rose  to  38  per  thousand 
total  births  which  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  22. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  associated  with 
pregnancy  and  child  bearing  during  the  year. 

1 68  residents  of  the  township  (89  males  and 
79  females)  died  during  1957,  as  compared  with  1 50  in  1956.  I 
have  included  a table  showing  the  age  at  death  and  cause  of  death 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  while  one  made  death  out  of  every 
three  occurred  before  the  age  of  65  years  no  fewer  than  four  out 
of  every  five  women  died  at  ages  over  65  years.  In  fact  the 
average  age  at  death  for  men  w as  67  years  and  for  women  70  years. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  we re  the  main  cause  of 
death  being  responsible  for  59,  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  clot  on 
the  brain  caused  36  deaths,  and  cancer  of  various  sites  caused  24. 
There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the 
autumn . 


8 infants  died  before  reaching  their  first  birth- 
day, and  6 of  these  died  within  their  first  week.  In  only  one 
case  did  the  condition  responsible  for  the  death  of  the  child  arise 
after  birth,  and  may,  therefore,  have  been  preventable.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  j per  thousand  live  births,  and  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate,  that  is  the  combined  stillbirths  and 
deaths  in  the  first  week,  was  64  per  thousand  total  births.  In 
the  present  state  of  medical  knowledge  there  seems  little  more  that 
could  have  been  done  to  prevent  this  wastage  of  infant  life,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  strenous  efforts  must  be  made  to  prevent 
premature  birth  which  contributed  to  many  of  these  cases.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Local  Aut horit.y  Health  Services 

The  services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  and  Mental  Treatment 
Acts  within  the  District  are  provided  hy  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  and  meet  the  local  requirements  adequately.  Details  uf 
the  work  of  the  services  in  the  County  Health  Division  No. 5 are 
given  as  an  appendix  to  the  report,  and  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
operates  from  the  Guiseley  Depot. 

Labor atory  Services 


Bacteriological  examinations  are  provided  through 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Bradford  and  Wakefield. 

Chemical  analysis  of  water,  milk,  foodstuffs  etc. 
is  carried  out  by  Messrs  Richardson  & Jaffe,  Bradford. 

Hospital  Services 

General  hospital  services  are  available  together 
with  special  services  at  Leeds  General  Infirm, ary  and  the  General 
Hospital,  Otley. 

Geriatric  cases  are  admitted  through  the  General 
Hospital,  Otley,  to  Middleton  Hospital,  Ilkley. 

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general 
practitioner  maternity  unit  at  Pour  Gables,  Clarence  Road,Horsf orth, 
and  for  special  or  complicated  cases  at  the  Leeds  Maternity 
Hospital.  Plying  squad  services  are  available  from  this  latter 
hospital . 

Infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  admitted  to  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1946  - Section  47 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this 
section,  which  together  with  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 

Act,  1957,  provides  for  application  to  the  courts  for  the  removal 
of  persons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness,  or  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  handicapped  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions, 
and  who  are  not  able  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention,  to  a hospital  or  other 
suitable  accommodation. 
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SECTION  III 


Infectious  Diseases 


Apart  from  a sharp  cutfbvuah  of  neanj.es  in  the 
Spring,,  the  District  was  relatively  free  from  notifiable  infec- 
tious disease  during  the  year.  There  was,, however,  a consider- 
able incidence  of  influenza  during  the  Autumn,  in  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  country.  This  fortunately  was  not  attended 
by  any  fatal  cases,  and  the  expected  second  wave  of  the  epidemic 
failed  to  materialize. 


Measles 


302  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  almost 
all  of  them  between  March  and  June,  the  peak  of  the  outbreak 
occurring  at  the  end  of  April  and  the  beginning  of  May.  The 
majority  of  those  affected  had  quite  a mild  illness. 

Whooping  Cough 


There  were  only  39  cases  of  whooping  cough  noti- 
fied during  the  year.  Most  of  these  were  in  children  who  had 
recently  st carted  school,  and  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  winter 
period. 

Scarlet  Fever 


1 1 cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  almost  the  same  number  as  occurred  in  1936. 

Diphtheri a 


Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in 
the  District  during  the  ye  or . There  is  no  doubt  that  immunisa- 

tion is  in  large  measure  responsible  for  our  freedom  from  this 
disease,  and  there  is  a danger  tho.t  if  the  proportion  of  children 
protected  is  allowed  to  fall  we  may  once  again  be  f raced  with  the 
risk  of  an  outbreak.  Details  of  the  acceptance  of  immunisation 
is  given  in  the  report  on  the  Local  Authority  IiealtheServices .

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


INTRODUCTION  We  live  in  an  age  of  change  - a generation  torn  by  trying  to 

decide  whether  atomic  power  is  a good  thing  or  not  - at  a moment 
of  time  when  man  seems  to  have  no  limit  to  his  inventive  skill. 

Yet  we  live  in  an  age  when  the  problems  of  housing  our  people, 
clearing  our  air,  bringing  safety  to  our  food  supplies  are  calmly 
looked  upon  as  matters  which  we  may  not  be  able  to  solve  in  our 
time;  as  matters  which  must  be  subject  to  limitations  in  finance, 
harshly  applied  towards  the  end  of  the  year;  as  matters  which  might 
well  be  buried  in  public  apathy. 

It  is  not  easy  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  public  health 
problems  of  the  day  or  to  compete  with  the  publicity  that  channels 
people’s  thoughts  on  to  more  attractive  propositions.  It  is  all 
the  more  pleasurable  therefore  to  note  the  way  that  recent  legis- 
lation has  captured  the  imagination  of  some  sections  of  the  public 
and  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  protest  at  the  delay  in  providing 
proper  and  well  equipped  houses  and  a really  clean  atmosphere. 

There  seems  to  be  no  end  to  the  amount  of  work  piling  up  in 
the  department,  work  far  in  excess  of  what  can  be  achieved  in  the 
next  year  or  so.  Careful  planning  will  be  required  so  that  in  the 
concentration  of  effort  on  clearance  areas  or  smoke  control  areas 
the  basic  day-to-day  work  of  caring  for  the  public  is  not  neglected. 
The  good  health  of  the  people  built  up  by  the  efforts  of  so  many  in 
widely  differing  spheres  is  largely  taken  for  granted  and  in  the 
excitement  of  having  new  fields  to  conquer  the  need  for  continuing 
the  often  unnoticed  services  tends  to  be  forgotten. 

The  work  of  the  department  is  badly  handicapped  by  the  shortage 
of  adequate  office  accommodation;  with  the  increasing  administrative 
exercise  involved  in  all  our  work  this  shortage  is  accentuated. 
Promise  has  been  given  of  early  improvement  of  the  position  by  the 
allocation  of  accommodation  at  G-reenbanks  when  this  range  of 
buildings  is  transferred  to  the  Council.

Last  year  saw  the  commencement  of  the  five-year  programme  for 
the  clearing  of  unfit  houses.  This  work  was  continued  during  1957* 
five  clearance  areas  being  included  in  Orders  and  a further  four 
areas  being  prepared  ready  for  formal  action  in  the  early  part  of 
1958. 

The  administrative  work  involved  in  the  making  of  a Clearance 
Order  is  complex  and  cumbersome.  When,  as  in  Horsforth,  the  Orders 
can  only  be  made  to  cover  small  isolated  groups  of  houses  a quite 
disproportionate  amount  of  time  has  to  be  given  to  complying  with 
legal  requirements  as  compared  with  the  practical  results  of  houses 
cleared. 

The  work  of  clearance  often  carries  with  it  an  atmosphere  of 
negation,  the  destruction  of  housing  units  without  any  positive 
steps  to  improve  the  township.  This  is  unfortunate  and  often  creates 
in  the  minds  of  those  affected  a feeling  of  unreasonable  action  by 
the  Council.  This  year  the  clearance  of  a site  of  obsolete  houses 
in  Featherbank  Lane  gave  the  opportunity  of  extending  a group  of 
flats  so  as  to  redevelop  the  area.  The  photograph  on  page  A shows 
how  beneficial  this  two-part  action  can  be  in  removing  families  from 
unfit  accommodation,  in  improving  the  appearance  of  the  neighbourhood 
and  in  increasing  the  number  of  people  that  can  be  housed  on  a 
particular  site. 

The  rate  of  house  building  in  the  district,  which  declined 
during  1956,  rose  again  in  1957,  126  new  houses  being  completed,  102 
by  private  enterprise  and  24  by  the  Council.  Most  of  the  new  houses 
erected  by  private  enterprise  builders  are  being  purchased  and 
occupied  by  persons  who  have  come  into  the  district  from  other  areas 
and  the  erection  of  this  new  accommodation  has  done  little  to  ease 
the  demand  for  Council-owned  accommodation. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  tendency  for  persons  to  acquire 
older  houses  to  live  in  themselves  and,  failing  support  from  the

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building  societies  in  the  way  of  mortgages,  approaches  have  been 
made  to  the  Council  for  assistance  in  purchase,,  Mortgages  were 
arranged  in  28  cases,  and  in  addition  to  providing  money  to  assist 
in  purchase,  in  one  case  a loan  was  made  for  improvement  and  in  a 
further  case  a loan  was  made  for  the  carrying  out  of  repairs.  The 
operation  of  these  schemes  opens  up  quite  a new  avenue  of  housing 
provision  and  it  is  found  that  those  who  acquire  their  houses  in 
this  way  have  a great  interest  in  securing  their  improvement  and 
maintenance,  far  and  above  the  interest  shown  by  owners  or  occupiers 
when  the  premises  were  tenanted.  It  may  well  be  that  in  the  years 
to  come  there  will  be  greater  use  of  the  transference  of  older 
property  to  owner-occupiers  and  that  the  improvements  so  badly  needed 
will  be  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  with  the  aid  of  grants  and  loans 
which  are  now  available. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  we  are  to  wait  for  this  transfer  of 
ownership  before  improvement  is  done,  very  many  years  will  go  by 
before  the  effect  is  really  felt.  Applications  for  Council-owned 
houses  indicate  that  all  too  often  it  is  the  need  of  a bathroom, 
indoor  watercloset,  hot  water  and  modern  heating  arrangements  that 
produce  applications.  How  much  better  and  cheaper  it  would  be  if 
the  Council  were  granted  powers  to  require  the  improvement  of 
suitable  older  houses  by  grant  now  and  so  reduce  the  number  of  new 
houses  that  would  otherwise  be  required. 

I have  referred  in  previous  years  to  the  impasse  which  arose  in 
our  administration  of  the  certificates  of  disrepair  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954»  The  Rent  Act,  1957,  removed 
the  anomalies  regarding  defects  as  to  suitability  for  occupation  by 
repealing  this  part  of  the  1954  provisions.  Action  taken  with  regard

The  passing  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  and  the  offer  of  the  Council 
to  advise  on  its  provisions,  brought  a flood  of  owners  and  tenants 
all  with  queries  to  settle.  By  the  time  that  these  and  the  many 
points  raised  by  solicitors  and  estate  agents  had  been  dealt  with, 
one  felt  that  one  had  mastered  for  oneself  at  least  some  of  the 
intricacies  which  are  traditional  in  rent  legislation. 

Overcrowding  within  the  statutory  meaning  is  almost  unknown, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  standard  fixed  in  1935  is  a poor 
one.  Some  revision  would  appear  to  be  necessary  to  bring  the 
standard  more  into  line  with  present  day  ideas  on  the  occupation  of 
houses.  Whilst  there  may  not  be  overcrowding  calling  for  action 
under  the  Housing  Act  it  is  known  that  there  is  much  sharing  by  two 
families  of  houses  designed  for  one  family.

not  surprising  that  those  who  live  in  vans  also  seek  a haven  here. 
Moveable  dwellings  are  no  substitute  for  houses  and  their  use  should 
be  strictly  controlled  to  holiday  making  and  persons  to  whom 
mobility  of  residence  is  necessary  as  they  follow  their  work  from 
district  to  district.  Such  control  has  been  our  policy. 

Unfortunately  we  also  attract  persons  of  the  gipsy  class  who 
find  the  wide  verges  on  the  ring  road  ideal  for  their  purpose. 

These  van  dwellers  are  most  difficult  to  control  and  though 
constantly  moved  on  by  the  Police  return  time  after  time.  New 
legislation  is  urgently  required  so  as  to  strengthen  our  hands  in 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  moveable  dwellings  generally. 

There  is  no  apparent  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  river 
Aire  and  many  complaints  are  received,  particularly  during  the  hot 
weather.  It  should  be  appreciated  that  in  times  of  normal  flow 
about  half  the  water  in  the  river  at  Horsforth  is  effluent  from 
sewage  works  and  industrial  plants.  This  proportion  of  contaminated 
water  rises  considerably  during  times  of  low  rainfall  when  the 
amount  of  fresh  water  in  the  river  decreases.  The  position  is  also 
complicated  by  the  weirs  on  the  stretch  of  river  passing  along  our 
boundary  where  the  water  is  held  up  and  suspended  solid  matter 
allowed  to  be  deposited  on  the  river  bed.  Normal  processes  of 
digestion  give  rise  to  the  production  of  gas  which  rises  to  the 
surface  in  large  bubbles  bringing  with  it  the  solid  material.  Not 
only  does  the  gas  add  to  the  aerial  nuisance  but  the  solid  material 
floating  on  the  river  surface  makes  it  very  unsightly  and  adds  to 
the  uneasiness  of  the  residents. 

In  general  the  development  of  the  district  has  been  met  by  the 
provision  of  adequate  sewerage  arrangements,  but  we  are  still  without 
any  detailed  proposals  for  foul  sewers  in  the  south-west  portion  of 
the  district,  which  is  at  present  served  by  cesspools  and  small 
treatment  plants.  Washhand  basins,  baths,  sinks  and  waterclosets 
are  being  added  to  houses  in  this  area  and  the  inadequacy  of  the 
present  systems  is  constantly  becoming  more  obvious. 

Surface  water  presents  a considerable  problem.  Certain  portions 
of  the  sewerage  system  are  quite  inadequate  to  cope  with  conditions 
during  heavy  rain.  The  problem  tends  to  become  worse  and  flooding 
of  roadways  and  adjoining  property  takes  place  all  too  frequently  in 
oertain  areas. 

We  are  unfortunate  in  having  so  many  unmade  streets,  which  in 
time  of  storm  discharge  surface  water  and  silt  on  to  our  main  roads. 
The  rapid  silting  up  of  gullies  and  the  deposit  of  silt  on  the  road- 
way helps  to  aggravate  the  position.  It  is  good  to  know  that  a 
programme  of  making  up  private  streets  has  commenced.

ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  91  houses  in  the  district  which  are  still  not  served 
by  the  Council's  sewers,  sewage  from  these  houses  being  dealt  with 
by  means  of  cesspools  and  small  disposal  plants.  This  method  is 
reasonably  satisfactory  in  the  agricultural  sections  of  the  area, 
but  in  residential  areas,  particularly  in  the  south-west  corner 
previously  mentioned,  disposal  in  this  way  is  a source  of  constant 
embarrassment. 

Six  houses  and  a factory  are  connected  to  the  sewers  of  the 
Aireborough  Urban  District  Council  and  six  houses  and  a factory  to 
the  sewers  of  Leeds  Corporation, 

Of  the  total  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  district  99%  is  in 
the  form  of  water-closets.  Unfortunately  we  still  have  with  us:-

additional  sewerage  facilities  are  provided. 


The  Council's  Waterworks  supplies  water  to  5,110  houses  out  of 
the  5,134  houses  in  the  district  and  the  Council's  mains  have  been 
extended  so  as  to  serve  all  the  new  buildings  which  have  been  erected. 
Of  the  24  houses  not  so  supplied,  7 received  their  water  direct  from 
the  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company' s mains  and  the  remainder  obtained 
supplies  from  wells  and  springs.

The  part  of  the  area  at  Dean  Head,  including  the  Springfield 
Special  School,  has  for  many  years  relied  on  a private  water  supply 
consisting  of  a reservoir  collecting  water  from  springs  and  a 
series  of  supply  pipes „ We  have  never  been  very  happy  about  this 
arrangement  and  the  greater  use  of  the  building  at  the  Springfield 
School  together  with  the  possible  demands  for  water  for  fire 
fighting  have  now  been  met  by  the  extension  of  the  Council’s  mains 
up  Scotland  Lane  to  connect  with  the  school*  The  possibility  of 
connecting  other  houses  and  farms  will  be  a matter  for  consideration 
later* 

Sampling  arrangements  were  continued,  3 samples  being  submitted 
for  chemical  analysis  and  18  for  bacteriological  examination;  6 of 
the  latter  which  were  of  raw  water  prior  to  treatment  were  reported 
to  be  unsatisfactory;  A samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
plumbo- solvency  but  with  negative  results*  Two  of  the  chemical 
samples  were  taken  as  part  of  a national  survey  of  fluoride  content 
of  water  supplies*  They  revealed  that  the  raw  water  received  from 
the  gathering  grounds  had  a fluoride  content  of  0.1  parts  per  million, 
but  that  after  treatment  there  was  no  fluoride  present. 

In  general  the  water  supplied  through  the  Council's  system  of 
supply  continued  to  be  of  an  excellent  quality,

(2)  Outworkers 

There  is  no  great  demand  for  this  type  of  employment  amongst 
the  residents  of  our  district  and  only  three  persons  were  on  the 
register  at  the  close  of  the  year.  No  unsatisfactory  conditions 
were  found  in  connection  with  this  type  of  employment. 

(3)  Workplaces 

Nine  inspections  were  made  of  offices  and  other  workplaces  and 
no  conditions  were  found  which  necessitated  action  under  the 
appropriate  legislation. 

(4)  Shops  - G-eneral 

There  were  35  inspections  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1950,  enforceable  by  this  Council,  including  the  provisions  of 
Section  38,  the  administration  of  which  has  been  delegated  to  this 
Council  by  the  Yifest  Riding  County  Council.  No  conditions  were  found 
which  necessitated  action  under  the  appropriate  legislation. 

(5)  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

Fifteen  premises  where  the  business  of  hairdresser  or  barber  is 
carried  on  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Y\Test  Riding 
County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951° 

On  the  1st  April,  1955,  Byelaws  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  came  into  force.  They  are  framed  to  secure  the  cleanliness 
of  the  premises,  persons,  instruments,  towels,  etc.,  involved  in  the 
carrying  on  of  the  business  of  a hairdresser  or  barber.  Generally 
they  are  such  that  any  reasonable  business  already  complies  with 
their  provisions,  but  the  potential  dangers  for  which  they  provide 
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a safeguard  indicate  that  if  it  were  possible  more  time  might 
usefully  be  employed  in  administering  their  provisions. 

(6)  Shops  - Pet  Animals 

Licences  were  renewed  for  the  two  pet  shops  first  opened  in 
1 955.  These  establishments  are  satisfactorily  conducted  and  the 
conditions  of  licence  are  observed.

(l ) Milk  Supply 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Specified  Areas)  Order,  1955,  the  sale  of  loose  milk  in  this 
district  is  prohibited.  All  milk  must  conform  to  one  of  the  special 
designations. 

This  makes  the  supervision  of  milk  distribution  a much  easier 
task  and  the  delivery  of  all  milk  in  sealed  containers,  a target  at 
which  we  have  aimed  for  very  many  years,  is  now  achieved.  Indeed, 
the  most  difficult  factor  in  milk  distribution  today  is  the  sale  of 
milk  in  dirty  bottles  or  bottles  containing  some  foreign  body.  It 
is  not  often  that  there  is  cause  for  complaint  on  these  grounds, 
but  each  individual  case  creates  considerable  public  interest. 
Unfortunately,  the  consumer  is  far  too  ready  to  place  all  the  blame 
on  the  dairy  concerned  and  to  forget  the  despicable  way  in  which  so 
many  people  misuse  milk  bottles  before  they  are  returned  to  the 
dairy.  There  is  an  obvious  case  to  be  made  out  for  the  use  of  non- 
returnable  containers  if  these  can  be  used  at  a cost  comparative 
with  the  returnable  milk  bottle.  One  producer  retailer  commenced 
an  experiment  with  non-returnable  containers  at  the  close  of  the 
year.

(2)  Ice-Cream 

Thirty-nine  premises  were  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream 
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or  the  storage  of  ice-cream  intended  for  sale.  A large  proportion 
of  the  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  district  is  pre-packed  at  the  place 
of  manufacture;  this  is  a practice  one  would  like  to  see  extended  to 
cover  all  ice-cream  sales.  The  public  would  do  well  to  recognise 
the  value  of  an  article  which  comes  to  them  in  the  same  hygienic 
state  as  which  it  leaves  the  food  factory. 

No  tears  are  to  be  shed  over  the  passing  of  the  trade  in  locally 
produced  ice-cream.  The  high  standard  of  manufacture  now  insisted 
on  is  only  obtainable  on  a competitive  basis  in  the  case  of  large- 
scale  producers.  Our  records  of  sampling  show  that  a high  bacterio- 
logical grading  is  constantly  attainable  by  such  manufacturers. 

Eighteen  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  grading  and  were  placed  as  follows :-

The  practice  was  continued  of  notifying  the  local  authority  in 
whose  district  the  ice-cream  was  manufactured  of  the  results  of  all 
samples  taken. 

(3)  Meat 

Three  premises  were  continued  in  licence  for  use  as  private 
slaughterhouses. 

These  arrangements  have  continued  to  work  well  and  within  the 
limitations  imposed  by  the  siting  and  construction  of  the  buildings, 
slaughtering  has  taken  place  under  reasonable  conditions. 

It  is  hoped  that  if  private  slaughtering  is  to  be  continued 
permanently,  better  designed  and  equipped  accommodation  will  be 
provided.  Much  depends  on  Government  policy  for  the  trade  and  some 
clearer  definition  of  future  requirements  should  soon  be  made 
available  so  as  to  enable  the  planning  of  new  arrangements  to  proceed. 

Most  of  the  slaughtering  continues  to  be  done  outside  normal 
office  hours  and  every  Sunday  and  Monday  evening  has  to  be  covered  by 
one  of  your  officers  being  on  duty. 

In  general  the  butchers  have  co-operated  very  well.  The  helpful 
relationship  which  has  been  established  has  contributed  to  the  value 
of  our  post-mortem  inspections  and  the  assessment  of  the  quality  and 
soundness  of  the  meat  produced.  A table  showing  the  amount  of  post- 
mortem work  performed  is  on  page  17.  The  butchers  purchase  a good 
standard  of  animal  and  of  the  bovine  animals  slaughtered  nine  out  of 
ten  are  young  stock. 

(4)  Unsound  Food

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Details  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  and  surrendered  by  the  owners  are 
set  out  in  the  table  on  page  1 8.  There  were  no  cases  where  powers  of 
seizure  were  used.  Unsound  carcases  are  disposed  of  for  commercial 
utilisation,  other  unsound  food  by  burial  on  the  refuse  disposal  site, 

(5)  Public  Houses 

Most  of  the  work  that  we  asked  for  as  a result  of  the  survey  of 
public  houses  in  1950  has  now  been  completed,  apart  from  certain 
improvements  to  sanitary  accommodation,  and  in  these  cases  under- 
takings have  been  given  that  this  will  be  considered  as  part  of 
larger  schemes  for  the  general  improvement  of  the  premises, 

(6)  Registered  Premises  - Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955°  Section  16  (i)(b). 

The  general  standard  of  the  36  registered  premises  continues  to 
be  good  and  the  improvements  carried  out  during  recent  years  have 
been  well  maintained.  Pried  fish  shops  are  registered  under  this 
provision. 

Fifty-one  visits  were  made 

Visits  to  these  numbered  137» 

The  coming  into  force  in  1956  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955,  did  not  call  for  any  drastic  action  in  respect  of  the  14-5  food 
premises  in  the  district.  The  provisions  relating  to  food  hygiene 
which  were  embodied  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  had  been  used 
with  good  effect  following  a survey  of  all  food  premises  during  the 
years  1 950  and  1 951 , and  together  with  the  use  of  the  Clean  Food 
Byelaws  adopted  in  1950,  a good  general  standard  had  been  obtained. 

The  main  requirements  still  outstanding  are  the  provision  of 
additional  washing  facilities  for  equipment  as  well  as  for  hands,  and 
for  the  protection  of  food  on  display.  Fortunately  food  hygiene  is 
now  an  important  sales  factor  and  much  of  the  additional  work  called 
for  by  the  Regulations  has  been  tackled  voluntarily  by  the  shopkeepers. 

Temperature  control  for  the  prevention  of  spoilage  and  the 
limitation  of  bacterial  multiplication  is  not  sufficiently  understood 
and  more  education  in  this  aspect  of  the  work  is  needed.

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No  contraventions  of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  were  noted  during 
the  many  inspections  of  food  premises  and  this  can  be  taken  as  an 
indication  of  the  readiness  with  which  food  handlers  have  co-operated 
in  the  administration  of  these  byelaws.  The  general  standard  of 
food  hygiene  is  good  although  there  are  many  matters  where  improve- 
ment can  be  looked  for. 

(9)  Bakehouses 

Eighteen  inspections  were  made  of  the  bakehouses  in  the  district. 
In  some  of  the  older  buildings  it  is  not  easy  to  maintain  an  adequate 
standard  and  special  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  in  certain 
cases. 

(10)  Underground  Bakehouses 

There  is  one  underground  bakehouse  for  which  the  certificate 
was  renewed  in  1954-  These  premises  are  in  reasonable  condition. 

On  the  last  day  of  1 956  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  that  year  came 
partially  into  operation.  The  provisions  which  became  effective 
included  those  relating  to  smoke  from  furnaces,  smoke  control  areas, 
the  extension  of  the  Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulation  Act,  1906, 
colliery  spoilbanks  and  the  constitution  of  the  Clean  Air  Council. 

With  this  legislation  the  time  honoured  right  of  the  individual 
to  burn  whatever  fuel  he  chose  without  regard  to  its  effect  on  the 
neighbourhood  has  been  surrendered  in  the  general  desire  to  clean  up 
our  skies. 

The  fixing  of  limits  for  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  and  black 
smoke  will  be  really  tangible  targets  for  stokers  and  others. 
Unfortunately  the  fixing  of  such  limits  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  end 
in  itself.  For  many  years  the  speed  of  vehicles  on  the  road  has 
been  conditioned  by  limits  but  no-one  would  suggest  that  all  motorists 
conform  to  this  control. 

Our  initial  attack  is  to  combine  our  legal  powers  with 
educational  visits,  but  if  these  efforts  are  ignored  then  firmer 
action  must  be  taken. 

The  West  Riding  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  the 
Yorkshire  Division  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  carried 
on  the  hard  task  of  publicising  the  problem  and  advising  on  ways 
of  overcoming  it.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  continue  to  serve  on  the 
executive  committee  of  both  bodies.

The  only  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the  district  is  that  of 

soap  boiling  and  this  is  restricted  to  one  factory  which  is  operated 

under  reasonably  good  conditions. 

ISINFECTION 

ND 

ISINFESTATION 

Routine  disinfection  takes  place  following  the  removal  of  cases 

of  infectious  disease  to  hospital  and  in  some  cases  terminal  disin- 
fection is  carried  out  after  the  recovery  of  patients  nursed  at  home. 

It  is  only  rarely  that  our  services  are  called  upon  for  this  type  of 

work. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  our  disinfesta- 
tion services  to  deal  with  bed  bugs,  fleas,  etc,,  but  our  assistance 

is  frequently  sought  by  the  occupiers  of  premises  concerned  with  a 

wide  range  of  other  types  of  infestation,  including  crickets,  ants, 

cockroaches,  wasps  and  hornets.  Indeed  the  whole  character  of  this 

section  of  our  work  has  changed  in  the  period  since  the  last  war 

and  whilst  the  older  type  of  infestation  has  gone  v;e  are  constantly 

being  asked  for  advice  and  assistance  in  dealing  with  new  types  of 

insect  pests.  Effective  action  was  taken  in  all  cases  that  were 

reported  to  us  and  the  residents  showed  great  appreciation  of  our 

service.

The  Council’s  policy  of  assisting  occupiers  of  premises  who  are 

unfortunate  enough  to  be  troubled  with  rats  or  mice  has  been 

continued  and  the  public  respond  very  well  in  giving  information 

regarding  infestations.  The  methods  mentioned  in  previous  reports 

were  continued  and  generally  occupiers  have  been  willing  to  carry 

out  ratproofing  subsequent  to  our  dealing  with  the  infestations. 

UBLIC 

LEANSING- 

The  information  and  statistics  in  this  section  of  the  report 

relate  to  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1958, 

(l  ) Refuse  Collection 

Again  I have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  refuse 

collection  services  and  the  figures  relating  to  material  handled 

show  a considerable  increase  on  last  year.  In  the  absence  of 

facilities  for  weighing  the  refuse  such  figures  are  based  on  estima- 
tions but  are  as  accurate  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them. 

Although  difficulties  were  experienced  in  maintaining  an 
adequate  labour  force  the  average  frequency  of  collection  was  reduced 
from  10.4  days  to  9o8  days. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  details  were  being  prepared  of  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme  designed  to  reduce  the  period  between  collec- 
tions and  to  cope  with  the  increasing  number  of  properties  requiring 

service. 
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Our  arrangements  for  disposing  of  all  refuse  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Galverley  Bridge  site  were  continued.  In  addition, 
the  facilities  were  well  used  by  others  having  garden  refuse, 
builders'  refuse,  soot,  etc.,  to  dispose  of,  and  the  use  by  them 
of  this  site  has  done  much  to  prevent  illicit  dumping  of  rubbish, 
although  those  devoid  of  civic  pride  still  continue  to  despoil 
vacant  plots  with  their  waste.  Building  operations  produced  a 
useful  amount  of  covering  material  which  was  brought  on  to  the 
tipping  site  by  various  contractors. 

It  has  been  our  practice  to  provide  accommodation  at  the  refuse 
disposal  site  for  all  spoil  arising  during  the  carrying  out  for  the 
Council  of  building  and  civil  engineering  work.  The  great  increase 
in  these  activities,  particularly  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
created  a major  disposal  problem  and  considerably  accelerated  the 
rate  at  which  the  disposal  site  is  being  filled.  When  we  took  over 
the  Calverley  Bridge  Site  in  December,  1946,  it  was  estimated  that 
we  should  be  able  to  dispose  of  some  22  years'  refuse  before 
completely  filling  the  site.  If  tipping  continues  at  the  rate  we 
have  experienced  during  1 957  the  site  will  be  completely  full  by 

1964. 

(3)  Refuse  Disposal  - Salvage 

The  salvage  arrangements  continued  on  much  the  same  lines  as 
previously.  The  output  of  waste  paper  was  still  restricted.  Metals, 
particularly  tins,  became  an  important  line  following  a special 
Government  request  to  stimulate  salvage,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Joint  Scrap  Survey  District  Committee  we  were  at  the  close  of  the 
year  reclaiming  some  25  cwts  of  loose  tins  per  week.  How  little  we 
then  appreciated  the  effect  which  international  trade  difficulties 
were  so  soon  to  have  on  our  activities. 

(4)  Street  Cleansing 

The  cleansing  of  streets  and  gullies  by  mechanical  means  was 
from  time  to  time  affected  by  labour  problems.  The  most  noteworthy 
change  in  the  service  was  the  introduction  of  old  age  pensioners  as 
part  time  street  sweepers.  Each  with  a short  beat  of  shopping  area 
to  deal  with  and  provided  with  a single  dustbin  on  a carrier  for  the 
collection  of  the  sweepings,  one  to  two  hours  each  morning  is  devoted 
to  the  collection  of  litter,  and  attention  to  footpaths  and  channels. 
This  promises  to  be  a great  contribution  to  the  tidiness  of  our 
streets. 

(5)  Labour 

The  year  was  a most  difficult  one  so  far  as  the  supply  of 
labour  was  concerned.  During  the  295  working  days  time  lost  amounted 
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to  900  man  days  - of  these  254  days  were  holiday,  599  days  due  to 
sickness  and  47  days  to  other  causes.  Absences  other  than  holidays 
accounted  for  an  average  of  2.183  man  days  for  each  working  day. 
Wastage  was  considerable  and  in  an  effort  to  maintain  the  establish- 
ment of  18  men  24  men  were  employed  for  differing  periods.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made  by  the 
ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor , to  the  Ilkley  and 
Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation  is  booked  in 
one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity  homes  according  to  the  wishes 


of  the  patient :- 

Pour  Gables  Maternity  Home 20  beds 

The  General  Hospital.,  Otley 22  beds 


St.  Winifred's  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  ....  12  beds 


At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient's 
own  doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Maternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public  Health 
Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow-up  by  the  midwife  or  the  health 
visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service 
ante-natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  of  locaj. 
authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practitioners  are 
providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients  under  the  Maternity 
Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  more  women  are 
seeking  a bed  in  hospital.  Because  of  these  factors  there  is  a 
marked  reduction  in  attendance  at  some  of  the  clinics.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics 

These  clinics,  "by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions 
of  labour  pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation 
and  preparing  her  for  labour  by  a course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can 
do  much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding  and 
confidence. 


It  is  still  not  yet  possible  to  re -commence  relaxation 
sessions  at  the  Pudsey  Clinic.  Pudsey  patients  attend,  if  they 
desire,  at  Parsley  or  Calverley  Clinic.

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Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  a r available  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  to  receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County 
Council’s  Scheme  either  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic,  Richardshaw 
Lane,  Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a private 
dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme 
when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a County 
Dental  Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment,  including  the 

provision  of  dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for 
nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up  to  twelve  months 
after  confinement.

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2.  Premature  Infants 


Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from  which 
it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time  day  or  night,  at  the 
request  of  a doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  G-ibson  has  attended  a special 
course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the  Sorrento 
Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  her  to 
be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order  that  she  can  advise  and 
assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card 
for  the  birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5^-l.bs. 
or  less,  the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

''.'here  were  80  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the 
year,  of  which  54  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a survival  rate  of 
66  per  cent  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  80  per  cent  in  1956.

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3.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and 
their  children  who  come  to  the  notice  cf  the  Health  Department  to 
give  any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists 
between  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many 
social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  for  unmarried 
mothers.  One  mother  and  her  baby  who  was  resident  in  the  Division  was 
admitted  to  a Home  during  the  year  under  these  arrangements.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned 
mainly  with  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five 
years,  and  although  this  still  continues  to  he  an  important  part  of 
her  work,  she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family 
adviser,  with,  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This 
extension  of  her  work  id  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made 
by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the 
Division  for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of 
training,  arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University 
of  Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors*  Certificate. 

Details  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work  are  given  in 
the  following  table:- 
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HOME  MU23IN& 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service 
continues  to  he  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  'by  enabling 
more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  hy  making  possible  the  early  dis- 
charge of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving 
the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  in 
the  Division  shows  a decrease  of  49  on  the  previous  year,  and  97  per  cent 
of  the  cases  were  aged  69  or  over. 

The  practice  continues  for  increasing  use  to  be  made 
of  the  home  nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections, 
and  12,040  visits  were  ma.de  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only,  an  increa.se 
of  nearly  7 per  cent  on  the  previous  year. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with 
general  practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment 
for  loan  to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip- 
ment, such  as  wheel -chairs,  etc.  are  stored  a.t  the  Divisional  Public  Health 
Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council's 
Mental  Health  Social  Vforkers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection 
■with  the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons 
in  the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardian- 
ship, or  on  licence  from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned 
with  the  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals 
and  is  now  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at 
Scale! or  Park  Hospital  in  regard  to  the  after-care  of  patients 
discharged  from  that  hospital.  Mental  Health  care  and  after- 
care cases  are  sometimes  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners 
and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and 
Youth  Employment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the 
employment  problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  luroved  to  be  very 
useful,  while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer 
has  been  of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under  the  Lunacy 
and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  •undertakes  the  training 
of  defectives  in  their  own  hemes. 

Arrangements  were  in  -operation  up  to  November, 
1 957,  with  the  Leeds  Mental  Health  Service  for  children  who  had 
been  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who 
are  living  at  home,  to  attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  attended  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange, 
Stanningley  Road,  Leeds.  Free  transport  was  provided  to  and  from 
the  Centres.  Six  children  continued  to  attend  the  North  Leeds 
Centre,  but  on  11th  November,  1957,  the  Occupation  Centre  in  Sunny- 
bank  Avenue , Horsforth,  opened  with  six  children  from  the  immediate 
vicinity;  others  followed  in  subsequent  weeks  and  by-mud-December 
26  children  were  on  the  register.  They  come  from  all  parts  of  the 
Division.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  introduced  for  the  firs j 
time  in  1956.  The  Ministry  of  Health  made  vaccine  available  to  Local  Health 
Authorities  for  the  vaccination  of  children  born  in  the  years  1 9 43  - 1 957 
inclusive.  3724  children  were  registered  for  vaccination,  approximately  29 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  number  of  children  born  in  those  years.  This  was, 

I think  a satisfactory  response  to  an  entirely  new  protective  measure. 
Vaccine.tion  consists  of  two  injections  at  a minimum  of  a three  week  interval. 
The  supply  of  vaccine  was  limited  and  only  2140  received  their  two  injections 
by  the  end  of  the  2/ear.

kiss  M.W,  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devotes 
her  whole  time  to  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the 
Division.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  serving  the  Division 
and  thereby  provides  a valuable  link  between  the  clinics  and  the 
care  and  after-care  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest 

Physicians  and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached 
between  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council 
the  Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on 
behalf  of  the  Comity  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation 
to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

63  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 


Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the 
Youth  Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school 
who  are  medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation. 
When  necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical 
Officer  and  Paediatrician  to  be  present  at  the  Youth  Employment 
Officer’s  interviews  with  the  parents  of  these  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  Byelaw  require  that  where  a 
child  of  compulsory  school  age  is  employed  there  shall  within 
14  days  from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to 
and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a certificate  from  the  School 
Medical  Officer  that  such  employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to 
his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  not  render  him  unfit 
to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education,  1 3b  children 
were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  158  in  1956. 

31  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness 
to  take  part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
